The Report That He Was Fatally In jnred 


18 Not Tine 


It was reported here this week that 


three Bedford county hucksters recent 
ly assaulted a man in Altoona and 
fatally injured him and that the assail 
ants were arrested and held to answer 
the charge of attempted murder 


THE GAZETTE has made a strenuous 


effort to "run down" the rumor 
The 


only foundation for the tale of the 
tragedy that we have been able to dis 
cover is a story which was published 
m the Altoona pape-s to the effect that
